Applicant will amend claim 1 by replacing the baseball with softball. Examiner explained the specification disclosed the 
Softball with a diameter from 4-5 inches, which would not overcome the a golf ball with a minimum diameter of 1.68 
inches. Applicant explained a golf ball hole is 4.25 inches and a golf ball could not be larger than the hole. Examiner 
explained the USGA standards have a minumum limitation but no maximum limitation for the diameter of a golf ball. 
Applicant will submit arguments supporting his arguments in the next action. 
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
